Freedmen worked 
badly, and were restless and unsettled. 
The crop proved to be a very poor one. 
Prices realized not more than two- 
thirds the expectations of producers. 
They had to buy mules and farming 
implements, and, having but little 
money themselves, merchants had to 
flurnish it. They had to buy corn, at 
an average of one dollar and twenty- 
five cents per bushel, and meat at 


fifteen to twenty cents per pound. The 


result was, that after paying freedmen 
their wages, or share of the crop, they 
could not return tu the merchants 
more than a fourth or one-half the 
money advanced by them. This, of 
course, crippled the merchants. But in 
the kindness of their hearts, and actu- 
ated by a disposition to get back their 
money, which was then in a suspended 
condition, they egain came forward to 
the assistance of the planters to raise a 
crop in 1867. Many had falled to make 
enough corn to supply them, and they 
again had to buy at high figures. The 
seasons were again unpropitious, and 
freedmen worked no better than the 
previous year. Meat was again high, 
and but little raised in the country. 
Cotton declined to about twelve cents 
per pound, when at least twenty-five to 
thirty cents was expected, After pay- 
ing the onerous government tax of two 
anda half cents per pound, and the 
usual charges and commissions to the 
merchants, the crop that year scarcely 
netted the producer forty dollars per 
bele. It had cost, including the wages 
of laborers, and on account of the high 
price of fuod, etc., at least seventy-five 
dollars per bale. The result of that 
year’s work was almost complete 
prostration of both planter and mer- 
chant. Fortunately, however, that 
year produced a good crop of corn, and 
but for that lucky circumstance the 
country would have been ruined. 
Planters were quick to perceive that 
the system under which they had been 
working, and the extravagance which 
all had adopted, would not do, Some 
were prostrated so that recovery was 
impossible; others became disgusted 
and abandoned all efforts to make 
cotton for profit, Their places 
were, to some extent, supplied 
by others, and another effort was 
made to raise a crop in 1868. About 
that time “ freedmen’s bureaus" were 
removed from our country. Merchants 
could do little more than furnish a 
scanty supply of the actual necessaries 
of life, and many planters had to raise 
crops almost without the actual neces- 
sary supply of meat. All aw the ne- 
ceasity of the most rigid economy and
